HEROES of the NHS response to Covid will 
be given the honour of walking in front of 
the Queen’s coffin after her state funeral. 

Two months after the 96-year-old monarch 
awarded the George Cross to the organisa- 
tion for its efforts, especially in the pan- 
demic, the work of its staff will be commem- 
orated in the nation’s farewell to the woman 
whose reign mirrored most of its 74 years. 

Health care employees will join the two 
other collective recipients of the nation’s 
highest award for non-operational gallantry, 
or gallantry not in the face of an enemy, at 
the front of the procession from Westminster 
Abbey to Wellington Arch on Monday. 

They will take pride of place alongside 
representatives of Malta - awarded the 
George Cross in 1942 for islanders’ heroism 
in resisting German and Italian forces in the 
Second World War — and the former Royal 
Ulster Constabulary now Police Service of 
Northern Ireland which received the award 
in 1999 for bravery during the Troubles. 

At least two million people are expected 
to flood into central London for the funeral, 
which will begin at 11am. Inside the Abbey,

The Duke of Norfolk, who in the heredi- 
tary position of Earl Marshal is responsible 
for organising the historic occasion, said: “It 
is our aim and belief that the state funeral 
and events of the next few days will unite 
people across the globe and resonate with 
people of all faiths, whilst fulfilling Her 
Majesty and her family’s wishes to pay a fit- 
ting tribute to an extraordinary reign.” 

He said that the King had asked him to 
pass on his and his family’s gratitude for the 
public’s support. 

The Duke added: “As well as remembering 
the incredible reign of Elizabeth II our mon- 
arch, and being full of hope for the start of 
the new reign of King Charles III, let us be 
proud of how our country has come together 
in recognition of her remarkable legacy; sol- 
emnly, respectfully and with such devotion.” 

The Earl Marshal and Buckingham Palace 
officials yesterday released further details of 
the funeral arrangements. 

It was confirmed that the late 
Queen’s four children — Charles, 
Princess Anne, Prince Andrew 
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and Prince Edward —- will 
stand vigil around her coffin 
at 7.30pm today’ in 
Westminster Hall.

TRADITION is central to the evocative 
power of Royal ceremonies. At moments of 
sorrow, time-honoured rituals serve as both 
a channel to express grief and a force to 
unite people in reverence. 

That truth was highlighted by the 
Conservative MP Sir Henry Channon, when 
he witnessed the lying-in-state of the late 
King George V at Westminster Hall in 
January 1936. In his diary, he wrote how the 
catafalque with the King’s coffin was “now 
guarded by four officers, immobile and 
silent, and by gentlemen-at-arms. There was 
an atmosphere of hushed stillness, of some- 
thing sacred and awe-inspiring.” 

Those same words could be used today 
about the poignant but uplifting scene in 
Westminster Hall, where the late Queen lies 
before her funeral on Monday. In the heart 
of this historic space with its imposing stone 
walls and impressive timber-beamed roof, 
stands her coffin, draped in the Royal 
Standard and mounted with the Imperial

State Crown, as well as the orb and sceptre. 
Keeping solemn vigil over her are soldiers 
from the Household Division, the Yeoman of 
the Guard and the Company of Archers, all 
clad in their splendid, venerable uniforms. 
With its roots in British antiquity, it is a 
spell-binding, magisterial sight, one that 
induces a profound feeling of veneration in 
the endless stream of mourners who are now 
passing through the hall to honour Elizabeth 
II. Just as Channon experienced back in 
1936, there is today an awestruck humility 
in this setting, where the only noises are 


muffled footsteps or the occasional clang of a 
metallic rod on stone from an officer to sig- 
nal a change in the vigil’s personnel on duty. 
“When we eventually got in to see the 
Queen, it was very emotional and extremely 
quiet. That’s what I noticed first: the silence. 
Everyone was clearly in a reflective mood,” 
said one woman who had travelled from 
Somerset to pay her respects. 

The King himself, having travelled 1,500 
miles since his mother’s death and fulfilled 
an extraordinarily packed schedule, finally 
had the chance for a day of reflection yester-

day at his home of Highgrove, though today 
he will be back on the trail with an official 
visit to Wales. Elsewhere, important duties 
continued to be carried out yesterday by 
other members of the family. The Prince and 
Princess of Wales were in Sandringham to 
greet another throng of well-wishers, while 
the Princess Royal was in Glasgow for a 
function with municipal figures and the Earl 
and Countess of Wessex attended a service 
of remembrance in Manchester. 

But in the capital, a change of tone has 
been felt. A kind of serenity has descended 
on central London after almost a week of 
intensive activity led by the Royal Family, 
including processions, proclamations and 
Parliamentary addresses. 

From Wednesday afternoon, when the late 
Queen’s coffin was conveyed by gun carriage 
from Buckingham Palace to Westminster 
Hall, there was a sense that the public was 
now to be at the centre of the mourning. The 
British people have responded magnificently

to the call, with unprecedented numbers 
queuing to pay homage to her. 

In 1952 on the death of her father George 
VI, around 301,000 well-wishers passed his 
coffin in Westminster Hall. That total is 
expected to be far surpassed by Monday 
morning, perhaps reaching over 700,000. By 
mid-afternoon yesterday, the queue was 
more than four miles long and extended as 
far as Bermondsey on the south bank of 
the Thames. 

The sheer epic scale of this turnout is per 
haps the most eloquent tribute of all to the 
depth of the nation’s affection for Her 
Majesty. Unstinting in her service, unrivalled 
in her dedication, no British sovereign was 
ever so cherished by her people or more 
deserving of that admiration. “It was 
absolutely moving and the love in that room, 
well, you could feel it,” said mourner Clare 
Paul, of seeing the coffin. Moreover, the long 
waits, often lasting several hours, are a 
highly appropriate part of paying homage to 


the late Queen, for patient, dutiful stoicism 
was one of her prime virtues. In the words of 
another well-wisher, Alan Davies, queuing 
“is the best example of how much the Queen 
meant to us all”. 

On finally reaching Westminster Hall, the 
mourners have shown a variety of responses 
that reveal the gravity of their emotions. 
Many have tears in their eyes. Men often 
bow, and women curtsey. Military veterans 
salute, believers make gestures of faith. One 
woman yesterday blew a kiss at the coffin 
amid her silent sobs.

But whatever their actions, all of them 
were united in grief-stricken gratitude for the 
unique life of the Queen. As Michael Darvill, 
an 85-year-old mourner who had seen the 
funeral of Winston Churchill in 1965, said 
after a wait overnight in the queue, “The 
Queen committed most of her life to the 
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service of our country and this is a small way 
of saying thank you.” 

The key theme of the last week since the 
death of the Queen has been unity. Her pass- 
ing has had a remarkable impact in bringing 
together nations, politicians, even warring 
Princes. The same spirit of harmony can be 
seen in the phenomenal crowds that embrace 
people of all races, ages, faiths, classes and 
different parts of the kingdom. 

In its hour of tragedy, the House of 
Windsor has been a far better catalyst for 
real social inclusion than the antics of left- 
wing campaigners with their addiction to 
toxic identity politics. The Crown promotes a 
shared sense of belonging in our British 
identity, whereas the woke agenda, full of 
manufactured grievances and anti-British 
propaganda, fuels only division. 

Whatever their background, no one has 
been excluded from the mourning. In fact, 
the lying-in-state is truly a people’s event. 
When the late King Edward VII lay in 
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Westminster Hall in 1910, one newspaper 
commented on the “silent, mournful crowd 
that paced past the bier. Many were still in 
their working clothes. All were stained with 
dust after their long wait in the queue. 
Sorrowful women, boy scouts, clerks and 
shop assistants drawn from the suburbs and 
unambitious streets — they all came to pay 
their tribute to the King they loved.” 

Westminster Hall this week has been 
infused with the same sense of devotion 
from public, regardless of status or dress 
code. Indeed, there is a striking contrast 
between the shining splendour of the mili- 
tary uniforms and the comfortable ordinari- 
ness of most mourners’ appearance, in part 
made necessary by the demands of queuing. 

But that contrast just reinforces how 
united Britain has become in recent days. 
Just as she was dedicated to her all subjects 
during her long life, so in her death the 
Queen has been a force for genuine equality 
and solidarity.

THE queue to see the Queen lying in state 
stretched as far as five miles yesterday as 
thousands continued to make a personal 
pilgrimage to say their farewells. 

The stream of people paying their respects 
did not falter overnight and by yesterday 
evening it had ebbed and flowed as far as 
Southwark Park in Bermondsey, well into 
the city’s south-east postcodes. 

At 7am the back of the queue was at 
Blackfriars Bridge but built steadily through 
the day and by 9.30am it had passed beneath 
London Bridge and on to the river frontage 
by HMS Belfast. 

From there it headed into a large holding 
pen next to City Hall by Tower Bridge. 

Hundreds congregated in a tightly-packed 
pattern separated by crash barriers. 

It kept on growing and by midday the 
diligent, good-humoured snake of humanity 
was lengthening at the rate of 20 yards 
every minute along Shad Thames. 

It was a sight and hubbub to behold. By 
4pm the queuing time was estimated to be 
at least nine hours on the Government’s 
official tracker. 

A marshall who asked not to be named 
welcomed all queue arrivals warmly. His

constant refrain was: “Yes, this is it! You have 
reached the actual back of the queue. You 
will be the last people in the queue for a few 
seconds only, more are right behind you. This 
way! This way!” 

Mourners arriving at the constantly 
moving point responded with cries of “yes!”, 
“we've made it” and “hallelujah!” as they 
took their places. 

The marshall added: “I’ve been at the back 
of the queue since 7am and that was at 
Blackfriars Bridge. ’'ve been pretty much 
walking backwards welcoming people ever 
since and here we are well past Tower Bridge 
and it’s still growing.” 

Those who arrived reasonably early 
yesterday made good headway as the queue 
moved at an encouraging pace.

MOURNERS were brought to 
tears yesterday as they said a final 
goodbye to the Queen during her 
lying-in-state at Westminster Hall. 

Members of the public queued 
for hours to pay their respects to 
the late monarch, starting from 
5pm on Wednesday after her coffin 
was taken to the hall from 
Buckingham Palace. 

Hundreds of thousands from 
across the UK and the world faced 
long waits and lots of walking to 
see the coffin, as the queue moved 
through the capital. 

Speaking through the tears, 
Delia Cottingham, 66, said it’s 
“something you never want to 
see” but “something you have 
to do”. 

Ms Cottingham, who was 
comforted by her daughter, Sarah, 
32, added: “It’s surreal when you 
are in there. 

“Tt’s unbelievable actually. The 
Queen’s passing has been affecting 
me all week, it’s all I have been 
thinking about. I was really upset 
when I was there. 

“Tt still doesn’t feel real though 
and it still hasn’t sunk in just yet.” 

The mother and daughter 
travelled from East Sussex and 
arrived in the queue at Blackfriars 
Bridge at 6am yesterday. 

Angelina Brewster, who saw the 
Queen Mother’s lying-in-state 
back in 2002, felt it was only right 
to do the same for Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

The 54-year-old arrived in the 
queue at 7am yesterday. She said: 
“Personally, it’s important for me 
to make this journey to represent 
my whole family and thank the 
Queen for what she did for the

“Thinking about the moment I 
see the coffin, I will reflect — about 
all of those I have lost over the last

She will hand over to Anna Botting and 
Dermot Murnaghan.

But they were said to have pointed out 
during discussions that Prince Andrew’s 
daughters Beatrice and Eugenie have HRH 
status despite not being working royals.

A source said: “Harry and Meghan were 
worried about the security issue and being 
prince and princess brings them the right 
to have certain levels of royal security. 
There have been lots of talks this week. 

“But they have been left furious that 
Archie and Lilibet cannot take the title 
HRH. That is the agreement — they can be 
prince and princess but not HRH because 
they are not working royals.” 

Archie and Lilibet have not so far been 


styled as prince and princess due 
to a Letters Patent enacted by King 
George V in 1917. 

It was intended to slim down the 
monarchy and _ stipulated only the 


grandchildren of the monarch and the first 
grandson of the Prince of Wales, could 
be styled as such.

Charles has reportedly agreed to issue a 
new Letters Patent but will stop short of

giving Archie and Lilibet HRH status. He is 
understood to have long favoured the idea 
of slimming-down the monarchy, with 
fewer family members taking on official 
engagements. 

Royal expert Phil Dampier said a move 
to anoint Archie and Lilibet prince and 
princess without HRH status would be “a 
classic compromise”. 

He said: “The same thing happened to 
Diana and Fergie after they were divorced 
from Charles and Andrew. 

“And of course Sarah Ferguson is still 
the Duchess of York today. Harry and 
Meghan should be pleased, as using prince 


or princess sounds good in the States. But 
even though their children are still high up 
in the line of succession they will not be 
working royals so it’s quite right they 
shouldn’t have titles. 

“Lots of people think Harry and 
Meghan themselves should lose their titles, 
so I think they should just accept this 
compromise and be grateful as it could be 
a lot worse for them and their children.” 

The Sussexes indicated during their 
infamous interview with Oprah that they 
expected Archie would be excluded from 
becoming an HRH and prince.

However, it is not thought the book will 
be withdrawn — and the delay will allow it 
to be updated so it reflects the seismic 
impact of his grandmother’s death. 

Senior royal figures are said to be

whose title has not yet been revealed. 

Harry has suggested it will be brutally 
frank about many aspects of his life — but 
it is said Buckingham Palace will not see a 
manuscript before it is published. 

Ghostwritten by American author JR 
Moehringer, the memoir was completed 
months ago in readiness for this year’s 
pre-Christmas market and has been 
“signed off” by lawyers. 

Speaking last year, the Duke of 
Sussex said: “I’m writing this not as the

become. I’ve worn many hats over the 
years, both literally and figuratively, and 
my hope is that in telling my story — the 
highs and lows, the mistakes, the lessons 
learned — | can help show that no matter 
where we come from, we have more in 
common than we think.” 

He added: “I’m deeply grateful for the 
opportunity to share what I’ve learned over 
the course of my life so far and excited for 
people to read a firsthand account of my 
life that’s accurate and wholly truthful.” 

Best-selling author Tom Bower, whose 
biography of Harry’s wife Meghan was 
published this year, has described the 
Duke’s memoir as a “time bomb”. 

Its publisher Penguin Random House 
last year called the memoir “the definitive 
account of the experiences, adventures, 
losses, and life lessons that have helped 
shape” the Duke of Sussex. 

They added: “Prince Harry will offer an 
honest and captivating personal portrait, 
one that shows readers that behind 
everything they think they know lies an 
inspiring, courageous, and uplifting 
human story.”

Within 
the UK, he will be careful to avoid making 
comments which would be construed as 
an opinion on Scottish or Welsh independ- 
ence or Irish unity, but his travels this 
week to every nation of the UK are proof of 
his commitment to being a King for the 
whole country. 

The one thing we can be sure of is that 
King Charles will bring energy and ambition 
into this difficult and demanding but hugely 
important role.

BRITAIN will come to a near standstill 
on Monday as almost every business 
shuts for the Queen’s state funeral. 

Most major stores will close as a mark 
of respect. Many smaller and independ- 
ent shops, hotels and restaurants will also 
pull up the shutters. 

A global audience of billions is 
expected to watch the televised service 
from Westminster Abbey. 

King Charles III has declared Monday 
a bank holiday to allow millions across 
the UK to mourn. 

It is up to individual employers to 
decide whether to give staff the day off 
to observe the national day of mourning. 

The Post Office and most of the major 
high street supermarkets — including 
Sainsbury’s, Tesco, Waitrose, Asda, 
Morrisons, Aldi and Lidl — are shutting 
completely, or restricting opening hours.

A spokesman said: “Wetherspoon is 
opening its pubs in central London, rail 
stations and airports and all of its hotels 
(open for resident guests only) during 
normal trading hours from 8am _ until 
midnight on Monday.” 

Meanwhile, the UK’s biggest pub firm 
Stonegate said it plans to keep venues 
open and show footage of the Queen’s 
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funeral. The Slug & Lettuce owner, which 
runs about 4,500 pubs and _ bars, 
said its managed venues will remain 
open to allow customers to celebrate the 
life of the Queen. 

Those running its leased and tenanted 
pubs will be able to independently decide 
whether they will open. 

And Heineken’s pub arm, Star Pubs & 
Bars, said it may keep some venues 
open for the day as well, allowing inde- 
pendent leaseholders to decide. It comes 


as the vast majority of retailers have said 
they will shut their doors for the day of 
the state funeral as a mark of respect for 
the late Queen. 

Holiday villages chain Center Parcs 
backed down on a controversial decision 
to ask guests to vacate their cabins on 
Monday and now says that they can stay, 
though on-site facilities including restau- 
rants will be closed.

Camilla is English countryside through 
and through and, before she married Charles 
in 2005, never much cared about clothes or 
shopping. Only when she rode to hounds, 
which she did exceptionally well as a mem- 
ber of the Beaufort Hunt, did she appear 
carefully put together in tight jodhpurs, 
white blouse and black net snood. 

Mark Shand’s former girlfriend, US model 
Marie Helvin, recalls Camilla’s earthy 
appeal. 

“She used to come in in these big muddy 
boots with her hair all blown around and 
good skin and she just looked great some- 
how,” Helvin told Tina Brown in her book, 
The Diana Chronicles. 

With her direct, country house personality 
and candid conversation, peppered with lan- 
guage that was often blue, Camilla was irre- 
sistible to most upper class, and in this case 
royal, males. 

Charles misjudged his early relationship 
with Camilla and was distraught to learn in 
1973 when, stationed abroad with the Royal 
Navy, that his ex girlfriend had married the 
dashing 33-year-old Blues and Royals major 
Andrew Parker Bowles. 

Despite Andrew’s — and later Camilla’s — 
infidelities, the marriage lasted 22 years and 
visitors to their raucous weekend parties, 
including the bachelor Prince of Wales, 
recalled how the conversation got louder 
and bawdier with the flowing of the claret. 

Camilla and Andrew would shout jokes to 
one another across the dinner table and roar 
with laughter. 

While Camilla brushed off her husband’s 
indiscretions in London during the week, 
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deep down she was often deeply hurt 
and humiliated. 

Then they lived at Bolehyde Manor, near 
Chippenham and Charles had recently 
acquired Highgrove, a 347-acre estate in 
nearby Tetbury, with £750,000 of his Duchy 
of Cornwall funds. 

Not only did Highgrove save Charles from 
the fate of sharing one of the family’s four 
palaces but its location, in the beautiful ham- 
let of Doughton, was near his favourite hunt, 
the Beaufort, Princess Anne’s Gatcombe 
Park home and just 45 minutes drive from 
the Parker Bowleses. 

He soon set about an ambitious remodel- 
ling of the 18th century house and gardens 
into a gentleman’s retreat. 


EFYING local farmers who were 
accustomed to snickering at his 
ambitions, the King created a magi- 
cal garden and a flourishing sustainable farm, 
yielding much of the organic crops sold 
within the Duchy Originals range. 

In 1986, the Parker Bowleses moved three 
miles away to Middlewick House, an 18th 
century manor house in the village of 
Pickwick in Wiltshire. 

If Diana, who came to detest Highgrove 
because of Camilla’s lingering proximity, 
hoped the move would drive a wedge 
between the lovers, she was wrong. 

Camilla’s subsequent purchase of Ray Mill 
rooted her in Charles’ life as solidly as the 
grand cedars in the grounds. Nothing would 
separate them. But, as Camilla proved on 
Wednesday, even though she is now Queen 
Consort and her role has become even more 
pivotal to Charles, it doesn’t mean to say she 
will be joined to him at the hip. 

Ray Mill, and her family and friends within 
it, keep Camilla grounded and will be her 
sanctuary away from the pressure of monar- 
chy in the crucial months to come — and it is 
not something she is about to give up any 
time soon.

NEARLY 40 migrants 
trying to cross the 
Channel have been 
saved from death, after 
being found in the sea.

A Coastguard 
helicopter from Lydd, a 
fixed-wing aircraft, RNLI 
lifeboats from Dover, 
and Border Force vessel 
Ranger were all used.

A steady stream of 
crossings continued 
yesterday, amid calm 
conditions at sea — as the 
total for 2022 edged 
closer to 30,000. 

Some 538 made the 
journey in 11 boats on 
Tuesday, according to the 
MoD, taking the 
provisional total for the 
year to 29,099. 

The total for last year’s 
crossings was smaller 
than this year’s running 
total, at 28,526. 

No crossings were 
recorded on Wednesday.

FOODBANK USE SOARS 


AMONG THE LOW PAID 


MORE than half of the low-paid 
have used a food bank in the 
past year, with many more 
visiting in recent months. 

And four out of five of 2,000 
workers polled say the cost-of- 
living crisis is the worst financial 
period they have ever faced, said 
the Living Wage Foundation. 

It said almost half of low-paid 
workers now regularly skip meals 
and nearly a third cannot afford 
to heat their homes. 

Almost a quarter of all workers 
have taken out a payday loan to 
cover essentials, said the report. 

Living Wage Foundation 
director Katherine Chapman said: 
“Everyone is feeling the pressure 
from soaring inflation, low-paid 
workers are being hit harder than 
most, with well over half using 
food banks in the last 12 months. 

“These shocking findings 
bring to life what it’s like to be 
paid less than a real living wage 
during a cost-of-living-crisis. 

“It’s more important than ever 
that those employers who can, 
step up and provide a wage 
based on the cost of living.” 

The living wage set by the 
foundation is £11.05 an hour in 
London and £9.90 outside. 
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Cold reality sinks 
in for a war-torn 
Russia in the red 


WHOLLY contradictory versions 
of the Russian economy are 
racing round the ether. Moscow 
avers it will shrink by about 
three per cent this year due to 
Western sanctions. 

First Deputy Premier 
Belousov claims it will be down 
two per cent this year and one 
per cent next. The analysts at 
Yale University have a 
completely different view, 
backed by “unconventional 
data sources”. That means 
espionage and is certainly more 
reliable than officialdom — i 
any country! 

These sources report that the 
flight of foreign businesses has 
now reached a point where their 
departure has caused a 
reduction of 40 per cent of the 
Russian GDP. Predictions 
from behind the arras claim 
Putin’s economy is about to 
implode if this goes on — and 
there is no sign of it stopping 
or even relenting. 

The Russian people, after 
centuries of dictatorship 
under tsar or 
commissar, are 
famous for 
accepting 
suffering that 
would cause 
an uprising 
among people 
expecting 
better, but when 
the winter misery 
strikes how much 
more can they take? 
And all to indulge 
Putin’s obsession to conquer

Russia has a long history of 
brutal leaders but also of violent 
changes of leadership — usually 
triggered by a revolt inside the 
citadel of power. 

Other covert reports suggest 
disenchantment with him is not 
confined to the dole queues. 
Are red lights now flashing very 
close to the Kremlin? 

This long, hard, dark and 
freezing winter will tell us.

Russian tycoon who fell out 
with Vladimir Putin or criticised his 
Ukraine war has taken a sky-dive 
from a high window without the 
formality of a parachute. 

Someone must be keeping 
score but these “accidents” must 
be close to a score by now. Some 
have stopped a bullet in the back 
of the head, others descended 
from penthouse to basement 
without waiting for the lift. 

Mr Ravil Maganov, boss of 
Lukoil, went to a Moscow hospital 
for a check-up, found an open 
window on the eighth floor and 
went out of it.

FIGHT TYPE 2 DIABETES’ 


By Stephen Beech 


MODERATE portions of milk and 
cheese may protect against type 2 
diabetes, researchers said today. 

But red and processed meats raise 
the risk, Italian scientists claim. 

Their study shows dairy products 
— especially low-fat ones and yoghurt 
— are associated with a lower risk of 
developing type 2 diabetes. 

Red and processed meats could be 
replaced by moderate amounts of 
fish and eggs, the team suggests. 

Type 2 is the most common form of 
diabetes, when the pancreas cannot 
make enough insulin or the insulin 
does not work properly. Overweight 
is the main risk and cases are rising. 

They can lead to vision loss, heart 
and kidney disease plus circulation 
problems leading to foot amputation. 

Diet advice recommends plant- 
based foods such as wholegrains, 
vegetables, fruit, legumes, olive oil 
and limited animal products. 

Knowing how products are linked 
to Type 2 helps good food choices.

Screen alert...blue light emitted by phones can reduce melatonin 


THE blue light radiated from 
smartphones and tablets may be 
causing early puberty in children, 
according to research. 

The glare from devices’ screens 
triggers melatonin — a hormone 
that slows sexual maturity. 

And scientists warn they should 
not be used before bed. The 
chemical is secreted at night - in 
response to darkness. 

Report author Dr Aylin Kilinc 
Ugurlu, of Ankara City Hospital, 
said: ““We would advise the use of 
blue light-emitting devices should 
be minimised in  pre-pubertal 
children — especially in the even- 
ing when exposure may have the 
most hormone-altering effects.” 

Scientists found that devices 
also fuelled reproductive hor 
mones — and triggered physical 
changes in ovaries. Worryingly, 
they may even trigger infertility. 

Dr Ugurlu said: “In the last 10 
years, blue light sources such as 
tablets and phones have increased 
in every age group. [And] espe- 
cially due to the pandemic, screen 
exposure increased in childhood.” 

It has implications for a phe- 
nomenon that has baffled paedia- 
tricians for years. On average, girls

Some girls are even developing 
breasts at six or seven. Obesity, 
chemicals and stress are blamed. 

Experiments have shown long 
periods of exposure to blue light 
speeds up puberty in female rats. 

The time-point is roughly equiv- 
alent, relative to life expectancy. 

Hormonal and _ ovulation 
changes during pre-puberty and 
puberty are also comparable. 

The findings, presented at an 
European Society for Paediatric 
Endocrinology meeting in Rome, 
are likely to apply to humans. 

Dr Ugurlu called for further 
investigations and said: “We have 
found blue light exposure, suffi- 
cient to alter melatonin levels, is 
also able to alter reproductive 
hormone levels and cause earlier 
puberty onset in our rat model.” 

Screen-time is already known 
to disrupt sleep. It affects the body 
clock by inhibiting the evening 
rise in melatonin, which prepares 
us for rest and sleep.

A DRIVER who killed a 14-year-old 
girl in front of her sister as he raced 
along streets at 93mph has been jailed 
for six years and nine months. 

Courtney Ellis died instantly as she 
was hit by Brandon Turton’s car, 
Liverpool Crown Court heard. 

Her sister Morgan, 18, still struggles 
to come to terms with it. She yelled 
“Courtney please don’t die, please 
don’t leave me!” after the crash. 

Courtney’s mother Angela Burke 
came across the horror as she headed 
home from work. She said it was a 
parent’s “worst nightmare” and told 
Turton as he was sentenced: “The 
night that you killed my daughter was 
the most horrific experience. 

“Having to see your life- 
less child’s body broken is 
indescribable. I will 
never forgive you. You 
thought you were 
above the law.” 

Turton, now 21, of 
Newton-le Willows, 
Merseyside, admitted 
causing death by danger- 
ous driving and wept in the 
dock as he was jailed. 

He had been 19 and racing a 
Renault Megane against another vehi- 
cle when the accident happened. 

Ben Jones, prosecuting, said the 
crash was at 9.50pm. Turton had been 
driving at between 73 and 93mph. 

Courtney had spent the day with 
friends. Although there was a sugges- 
tion she might have run across the 
road, Turton’s speed caused the crash. 

Mr Jones said Turton and three pas- 
sengers had spent the evening driving 
around “for something to do”. They

She was then thrown on to the road 
having suffered catastrophic injuries 
from which she died, mercifully, 
instantaneously. Her sister and her 
friend were both traumatised by what 
had taken place in front of them.” 

He said to Turton’s credit he stopped 
at the scene but he had been driving 
at a “grossly excessive speed”. 

Judge Potter added: “Courtney was 
a child with enormous compassion 
and promise who leaves behind a 
shattered and traumatised family.” 

The court heard Turton had written 
a letter stating how “deeply sorry” he 
was, and the judge acknowledged he 
had shown “genuine remorse”. 

But he said that Turton would live 
for the rest of his life with the conse- 
quences of what he did. 

Turton, who had no previous con- 
victions, was also disqualified from 
driving for a total of seven years and 
four months.

RUSSIA was branded a “terrorist 
state” by  Ukraine’s Volodymyr 
Zelensky yesterday after a missile 
strike on a dam near his home city. 

The targeted attack on _ the 
Karachunivske reservoir near Kryvyi 
Rih in the south — where the president 
grew up — left homes flooded and resi- 
dents having to evacuate. 

When informed of the destruction, a 
furious Mr Zelensky made a televised 
address, telling the Kremlin: “You are 
weaklings who fight civilians.” 

And in an apparent reference to 
Ukraine’s recent military successes in 
a swift counter-offensive in the coun- 
try’s north-eastern Kharkiv region, he 
added: “Scoundrels who, having 
escaped from the battlefield, are trying 
to do harm from somewhere far away.” 

In an impassioned speech, Mr 
Zelensky said the reservoir had “no 
military value at all”, alluding to it 
being an act of revenge by Moscow for 
Ukrainian gains. 

In Kryvyi Rih itself, residents in 
some areas were told to get out. City 
mayor Oleksandr Vilkul yesterday said 
the situation was now under control. 

He added that two overnight blasts 
were carried out to increase water flow 
from the dam to the Inhulets river. 

Water supplies have been affected in 
the city, which had a pre-war popula- 
tion of more than 600,000. 

Officials said the river broke through 
the dam and its banks overflowed, 
flooding some homes. 


Blackouts 


Mr Vilkul said yesterday morning 
water levels in the river had now 
“dropped considerably”. He added 
that there were no casualties. 

Moscow has not publicly com- 
mented on the reported missile strikes. 

But Russia’s military earlier admit- 
ted hitting energy-generating targets 
that caused widespread blackouts 
affecting millions of people in eastern 
Ukraine last weekend. 

The destruction of vital civilian 
infrastructure appears to be a 
growing tactic of the Kremlin 
as its forces struggle on the 
battlefield. 

Earlier this week, Mr 
Zelensky claimed his 
troops had _ retaken 
more than 2,317 sq 
miles previously 
under Kremlin con- 
trol in the north-east 
and the south in 
September. He said 
Russian forces had 
retreated, adding: 

“The movement of 
our troops continues. 

“From the beginning 
of September until 
today, our warriors 
have already liberated more 
than 6,000 sq km of the terri- . 
tory of Ukraine.” ~ 

Mr Zelensky visited the recently 
recaptured city of Izyum, a key logis- 
tics hub in the Kharkiv region, on 
Wednesday. He thanked troops who 
took part in the counteroffensive and 
pledged Ukraine’s flag would fly over 
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Disaster zone...the 

Karachunivske 
reservoir dam was 
hit and banks 
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every city and village in the country. 
But he also warned that the Russian 

aggressors would not be forgiven for 

the atrocities they have committed. 
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Meanwhile, the Ukrainian counterof- 
fensive continues to gather pace. 

Troops have gained more ground, 
although some cities such as Mykolaiv 
in the south, are still suffering under 
the onslaught of shelling. 

Amid growing disquiet in Moscow 
over Russia’s performance on the 
battlefield, Ukrainian soldiers have 
now forced their way into the occu- 
pied Donbas. 

It comes as Kremlin commanders — 
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low on equipment and supplies — con- 
tinue to beat a hasty retreat. 

However, Russia’s Foreign Ministry 
yesterday warned the US, it would 
cross a “red line” and become “a party 
to the conflict” if it supplies Kyiv with 
longer-range missiles. 

Kremlin Foreign Ministry spokes- 
woman Maria Zakharova added that 
Russia “reserves the right to defend its 
territory”. Washington has already 
supplied Ukraine with advanced

rockets that can hit targets up to 50 
miles away. 

It has so far held back from saying 
whether it will send rockets with a 
capacity of more than double that 
range. US officials insist Ukraine has 
promised not to use its missiles to 
strike Russian territory.

The barrister, of 
Woodford, east London 
was found guilty by a 
majority of 10-2 of 
raping the woman, who 
is in her 30s, in 2017. 

The re-trial came after 
a previous jury failed to 
agree a verdict. 

Jacobs shouted: “I 
didn’t do it! I was telling 
you the truth, I didn’t do 
it!” before he was 
ordered to sit down.

A PERFECTLY preserved heart 
from a 380 million-year-old 
fossilised fish has been found.

Clooney, 61, and Roberts, 54, co-produced 
the film, as they do most of their movies these 
days. It is a defensive manoeuvre, Clooney 
explains, “So you don’t want to really worry 
about what some casting director thinks about 
how you're ageing as an actor. 

“As you get older... you need to have 
other irons in the fire, or you’re reliant 
on other people’s opinions of you — and 
that’s dangerous.” 

The duo are happy to be alive after surviv- 
ing months filming in the remote Whitsunday 
islands off Australia’s Queensland coast, 
where they were terrified of numerous natural 
predators. “Everything’s trying to kill you,” 
says Roberts, who was nervous even of strolls 
along the beach. 

“A seashell — that’s actually something that 


will kill you.” Clooney agrees: “Everything is 
huge there.” But it’s not just Australia’s ven- 
omous funnel-web spiders, stonefish, Taipan 
snakes and great white sharks he feared. 

“You have the world’s smallest jellyfish — if 
you’re in the water, they’ll kill you.” 

“Ticket To Paradise?” he continues. “You’ve 
got to be joking!” 

Roberts adds: “Ticket to the hospital!” 


ILM SETS can be gulags of hard labour 

with long hours in uncomfortable con- 

ditions far from the glamour of the 
red carpet, but Roberts and Clooney com- 
bined to make their location shoot a pleasure, 
say co-stars. 

“Tt was so much fun being around them and 
joking around and laughing,” says Kaitlyn 
Dever, who plays the couple’s daughter. “The 
two of them are best buds, and it’s a blast to 
be around that kind of love and kindness they 


have for each other.” Roberts admits: “George 
and I are both really motivated by making 
people laugh, and it was our great joy when- 
ever we would do something where we could 
hear laughing across the set.” 

Echoes Clooney: “I think the main reason 
Julia and I work so well together is because 
we know how to make each other laugh.” 

He adds: “There was not a bad day on the 
set. That’s a very rare thing.” 

Ticket To Paradise was written by director 
Ol] Parker with Clooney and Roberts in mind: 
If either turned down the role, the film simply 
wouldn’t be made. 

“It was just very clear to me that it barely 
existed if it wasn’t them,” says Parker. “I had 
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no Plan B.” Says Clooney: “I 
hadn’t done a romantic com- 
edy since One Fine Day,” 
recalling his 1996 hit oppo- 
site Michelle Pfeiffer, “so 
when I got this script, it felt 
like a perfect opportunity. I 
called Julia and told her: ‘Tl 
do it if you do it, and she said: 
‘Well Pl do it if you will’ And 
not long after that we were head- 
ing to Australia.” 

But the duo took every opportunity to 
yank each other’s chain. When auditioning 
actors to play Roberts’ younger love interest 
in the film — the role went to Emily In Paris 


heartthrob Lucas Bravo — she 
told producers: “I want the 
one that seems like he could 
p*** George off the most.” 
Clooney snipes back with 
a jibe at Roberts’ age: 
“Lucas was five when she 
was in Notting Hill. He 
always looked up to you, 
really.” 
Ticket To Paradise hopes to 
launch a revival in rom-coms, which 
have languished since the days of Four 
Weddings And A Funeral, Love Actually, 
Bridget Jones’ Diary and Notting Hill. 
“Romantic comedies sort of went out of 


fashion for a while,” says producer Tim Bevan. 
“This is something we haven’t seen for a 
bit, and it’s worth revisiting because it 
feels like there’s a big audience for this sort 
of film.” 

Clooney and Roberts’ chemistry was so 
potent that director Parker dispensed with 
rehearsals, allowing his cast to come anew to 
each scene. 

“We’d almost never do more than three 
takes because they knew that the freshness of 
these lines would only come across if it was 
truly fresh,” says Parker. 

“It was an absolute masterclass in comedic 
acting.” Roberts relished a scene where 
she and Clooney get drunk and dance at a 
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bar, showing off their awkward out-dated 
dance moves. 

“I recall being very hot and sweaty and 
tired by the end of the night,’ she smiles. 
“And my cheeks hurt from laughing at 
George!” 

They danced with abandon to House of 
Pain’s 1992 hip hop classic Jump Around: a 
comic interlude that worked so well that film- 
makers agreed to pay an extra $1million for 
the music rights after the scene ran four 
seconds longer than the contractually agreed 
60 seconds. 

“It’s one minute four seconds, which is 
another million dollars,’ confesses Parker. 
“But it’s so good they didn’t make me cut the 
four seconds.” 

Roberts snipes: “It was just five seconds of 
George Clooney! I could not be part of it?” 

Clooney mimics what he calls Roberts’ 
dancing “head-flippy move”. 

It isn’t pretty. 

When their acting drunk and hungover is 
praised, Clooney assures: “I’ve been studying 
for years.” 


LOONEY and Roberts’ renewed 
closeness comes as both have long 
denied Hollywood rumours about 
their respective marriages being on the rocks: 
Clooney with human rights lawyer-wife of 
eight years Amal Alamuddin, and Roberts 
with husband of 20 years, cinematographer 
Danny Moder. 

There’s no off-screen romance between 
Roberts and Clooney, they assure, but she 
admits: “We got to spend really sweet time 
all together, getting to know one another and 
just sharing that space in a really unique way.”

The title is not a question but a statement. 
Based on Edouard Louis’ 2018 
autobiographical novel, this one-man play, 
adapted and directed by Ivo van Hove, 
explores the author's attempt at 
reconciliation with his dying father in 
northern France. 

As a gay man, Louis was ostracised, 
suffering particularly at the hands of his 
macho factory worker father. But, as Louis’ 
monologue unfolds, it is clear there are 
deeper undercurrents to their relationship 
that restore the connective tissue between 
the two men. 

On an almost-bare black stage featuring 
a television and a bed, Dutch 
actor Hans Kesting as Louis 
holds us in the palm of his 
hand from the outset. A 
formidable physical presence, 
he transforms himself into 
Louis’ shuffling, cigarette- 
smoking father by gravelising 
his voice and thrusting his 
fists beneath his sweater to 
convey his old man's paunch. 

Recalling childhood days 
when, as a young pre-teen, 
Louis tried unwisely to 
entertain his father by dancing to Barbie 
Girl, Kesting shows a naive boy desperately 
seeking his father's approval. Yet, after he 
requested a DVD copy of Titanic for his 
birthday, his father surprises him with the 
Special Edition package and they sing 
Celine Dion's theme song over and over 
again together as the film plays out on the 
television set. 

Smoke curls across the stage through 
side windows as Louis dives deeper into the 
political decisions by the French 
government and austerity cuts that 
indirectly cause his father's demise. 

Kesting becomes volcanic with anger,

Brett Morgen (Oscar-nominated director of the 2015 
Kurt Cobain documentary) focuses on the art rather 
than the artist in this engrossing and wildly original film 
about David Bowie. 

Made with the approval of the icon’s estate, Morgen 
smashes the template of the rockumentary by opening with 
a lesser-known song from the later period of his career - 
Hallo Spaceboy, a great track from 1995 album Outside. 

The next 140 minutes are a full-on assault on the 
senses as Morgen weaves candid home movies with 
little-seen concert performances and clips from films 
that Bowie acted in and those that influenced his career. 

Other documentaries have made much of the 
various reinventions that marked his career. Morgen's 
loosely chronological musical collage gives us a sense 
of continuity. 

As Mavis Nicholson points out in a perceptive 
interview, Bowie used himself as a painter uses a 
canvas. And, to Morgen, Ziggy Stardust and The Thin 
White Duke are two sides of the same coin. 

While we hear plenty from Bowie, his voice culled 
from various interviews, we don't have the usual chats 
with friends or family members. There is a brief mention 
of his half-brother's suicide but | probably learned more 
about the main man from Gabriel Range’s patchy 2020 
biopic Stardust. 

But, unlike Range, Morgen had full access to Bowie's 
music. And he uses it in dazzlingly original ways. He 
links live footage of the major tours, taking us from 
early 70s Ziggy Stardust performances to 1974's 
Diamond Dogs tour to thrilling live takes of later hits 
such as Heroes and Let's Dance. 

Morgen also focuses on Bowie's devoted fans and 
explores the cultural importance of his gender-fluid 
image. 

“You don't have to be bent to wear make-up,” says 
one gruff-sounding young devotee. In the early 1970s, 
this sounded dangerously progressive. 

Not all of Bowie's greatest hits make the cut but 
Morgen finds room for a long sequence cut to DJ, a 
great dance track from 1979. It sounds like it was 
released last week.

“Three-D modular homes represent a future where 
homes are ever-better quality, affordable, beautifully 
designed, and both green to build and to live in.” 

Developer Love Living Homes has worked with 
L&G Modular Homes on the highly energy-efficient 
two and three-bedroom houses at Westwood Acres 
near Broadstairs in Kent, which have an energy 
performance rating (EPR) of A, the top level achieved 
by just one per cent of new properties in England in 
2021 according to L&G. 

Not only are they energy efficient but the use of 
modular construction and smart engineering means 
they were built using less energy and water than 
mainstream homes, although the development also 
includes traditionally built four-bedroom houses. 

All have solar panels, high-quality insulation and 
air source heat pumps, and are available as shared 
ownership, with prices from £88,500 for a 30 per 
cent share of a two-bedroom house (01892 501490; 
lovelivinghomes.co.uk). 

Modular homes make sense at a time when 
materials and labour are in short supply says Chris 
Pittock, project director (planning) of London-based 
international housing developer LEOS.However he 
points out that there’s still a negative perception of 
modular building within the industry as well as from 
buyers and, crucially, mortgage providers: “There are 
significant hurdles insofar as funding is concerned 
and, until these issues are addressed, so the 
opportunity cannot unfortunately be fully realised.” 

Tim Foreman, managing director for land and new 
homes at Leaders Romans Group, agrees: “The good 
news is that modern construction methods and 
production speed means an increasing number of 
people, mortgage companies and housing authorities 
now see modular homes as a viable option. 

“However, the financial services industry needs to 
step up and make modular mortgages mainstream if 
factory-homes are to become a panacea to the 
housing crisis.”

OULD modular homes solve the housing 

crisis? It’s a good question and a subject 

that’s gaining ground as we continue to focus 

on energy-efficiency in our homes. Apart 

from being faster to build, factory-made 

houses and apartments are more 
environmentally friendly, while off-site construction 
cuts down on both traffic congestion and pollution 
from lorries. 

TopHat, one of Britain’s few modular 
housebuilders, has a factory at Foxton in Derby and 
recently announced plans to open Europe’s largest 
homebuilding factory in Northamptonshire next 
year. This is expected to deliver 4,000 homes 
annually — one for every hour of production. 

Other start-up modular home builders include Ilke 
Homes, which has entered into partnership with 
Octopus Energy to deliver the first homes in the UK 
with guaranteed zero energy bills thanks to air 
source heat pumps, solar panels and battery storage 
technology. Meanwhile M&G Modular, the modular 
development arm of UK insurance group Legal & 
General, works closely with the company’s build-to- 
rent and affordable homes teams. 

TopHat’s Kitchener Barracks development in 
Chatham, Kent, is a gated development on a former 
military site near Fort Amherst, built 300 years ago to 
defend the area from Napoleonic invasion, and is 
surrounded by a 173-acre Great Line Heritage Park.

Posing for painters...when 


From Andy Warhol 
to Grayson Perry, 
formal portraits 
through to 
State-of-the-art 
3D imaging, the 
Queen was to 
prove endlessly 
fascinating to 
artists throughout 
her long reign

HE QUEEN was the 

very opposite of vain. 

Never personally 

concerned with her 

looks, she nonetheless 

sat for more than 130 
painted portraits as part of her 
duty to the nation. She would 
often give her permission — and 
time — sitting for works commis- 
sioned by charities, institutions, the 
Church and businesses. 

Early works tended to be 
inspired by traditional portraiture, 
with their more formal style and 
medium, echoing the classical 
ideals of monarchy. 

More left-field takes — many 
becoming some of the most famous 
images of the Monarch — would 
follow as her reign progressed. 

In 1985, pop artist Andy Warhol, 
who once declared, “I want to be 
as famous as the Queen of 
England”, gave Her Majesty the 
Marilyn Monroe treatment in his 
iconic set of silkscreen prints as 
part of his Reigning Queens series. 

The collection included Queen 
Margrethe II of Denmark, Queen 
Beatrix of the Netherlands and 
Queen Ntombi of Swaziland. 

The image he used for our Queen 
was derived from an official 1977 
Jubilee photo by Peter Grugeon. 

His shot also inspired the Sex 
Pistols, via artist Jamie Reid, for 
their God Save The Queen single 
and countless copycats since. 

Indeed, as Turner Prize-winning 
artist Grayson Perry told a recent 
BBC documentary: “As time goes 
on, and we became a more casual 
nation, the images of the Queen 
began to reflect that.” 

Near the end of her reign, posing 
for striking contemporary works, 
she remained fascinated by the 
process... despite occasionally 
being bemused by the results.

A Queen apart from mortals 
IN 1954, one of London’s historic 
guilds — the Worshipful Company of 
Fishmongers — commissioned Pietro 
Annigoni to paint the Queen. 

The Italian painter had gained a 
reputation for Renaissance-inspired 
works that involved mixing egg and 
wine into the paint to give a soft, fluid 
effect, a technique known as egg 
tempura. His serene depiction of the 
Queen dressed in the chivalric robes 
of the Order of the Garter, left, 
emerged the following year after 15 
sittings in the Yellow Drawing Room at 
Buckingham Palace. 

He had initially asked for 30 
sessions, as he worked slowly. 

Annigoni, who died in 1988 aged 
78, later wrote in his diary: “Once the 
Queen’s approval was given, only then 
did the enormity of the importance of 
the undertaking hit me. It could make 
or break me.” 

Overawed by his first sitting, the 
Queen put him at his ease by speaking 
to him in French. “I didn’t know what 
to do,” he added of his artistic choices. 
“She remembered when as a young

Fortitude shot through with resignation 


RENOWNED as the finest royal portrait for years, Lucian Freud’s 2001 painting of 
the Queen — which is part of the Royal Collection — divided opinion. While some 
critics praised its expression of fortitude and dutifulness shot through with 
resignation and weariness, others suggested it made the Queen look like one of her 
corgis and asked why it gave her “a rugby forward’s neck”. 

According to a biography of Freud, published in 2020, the Queen told the artist 
“T’ve very much enjoyed watching you mix your colours.”

time in that room watching from 
that window.” 

Cut off from the outside world, she 
explained to the artist how she 
remembered finding the world 
outside, including traffic and people, a 
fascinating sight. He later described 
this contemplative insight as “a search 
light”, illuminating his artistic 
direction by revealing a Queen who, 
while dear to her subjects, was alone 
and remote. He knew then that this 
was how he should depict her. 

“Many people said Annigoni tried to 
capture the soul rather than the 
physical subject,” says Peter Capon, 
head of collection, The Fishmongers’ 
Company. 

Art historian and curator, Sir Roy 
Strong, describes the monumental 
finished work as a defining image of 
the Queen: “A young woman, radiant 
but composed against the winter 
landscape, as though she stands as 
spring against winter.” 

Some critics, however, felt the 
stylised image failed to capture the 
young Queen’s vitality. 


Your favourite aunty 

HAVING won the Turner Prize in 2003, 
Grayson Perry is one of Britain’s best- 
known contemporary artists. 

Famous for his alluring ceramics, 
chronicling everyday life, he has more 
recently started to create epic tapestries, 
which he uses to examine daily dramas. 

In 2014, the artist, who has a female 
alter-ego, Claire, created Comfort Blanket, 
a vast eight-metre-wide tapestry that 
featured an informal bust of the Queen 
that seemed to owe more to Hilda Ogden 
than Cecil Beaton. “I wanted to do a piece 
about British identity,” he told the BBC’s 
Sophie Raworth during her recent 
documentary examining the Queen as 
artistic subject. “But I really struggled 
with it for a long time.” 

The catalyst behind the work was a 
Hungarian friend whose family had 
walked out of Hungary fleeing the Soviets 
in 1956. “She said they had walked out in 
rather difficult, dangerous circumstances 
and managed to get onto a plane, and her 
mother always used to say Britain was her 
security blanket. As they flew into Britain 
the voice of the Queen came up on the 
Tannoy and said ‘Welcome to Britain, you 
are now in a safe country’, and that started 
my mind going.” 

In that moment, Perry saw the Queen as 
“the mother of the nation” or “your 
favourite aunty”. “My aunties used to knit 
blankets in the war, so I imagined the 
Queen knitting a blanket for Britain — that 
was the comfort blanket — and I also 
wanted it to look a bit like a bank note.” 
The tapestry includes people, objects, 
values and cultural icons that suggest a 
notion of Britishness. 

“T started working on all the things that 
make up Britain — the famous things that 
we all treasure or love to hate,” he says. 

His decision to make the Queen look 
“sort of friendly, like your aunty” was, he 
admits, his “personal projection” onto her. 
“The Queen is a big part of that quilt of 
identity, and I wanted her to appear as 
human as possible without the god-like 
accoutrements of royalty. 

“That’s why her dying is such a 
powerful thing. It’s like a little bit of all 
our identity is gone.”

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The man in the green tracksuit 

ARTIST Nicky Philipps recalled of her three sittings with the Queen 
in the Chinese Drawing Room at Buckingham Palace in the late 
autumn of 2012: “She chats away.” 

The artist had been commissioned by Royal Mail to paint the 
Queen for a Diamond Jubilee stamp, main and left, in 2013. 

“There was a marvellous moment when she was looking out into 
Green Park and she suddenly saw this figure coming round,” recalls 
Nicky in the recent BBC documentary on the Queen and art. 

“Of course, she was watching everything going on outside. And she 


said ‘here he comes again’. 


“And there was this man in a green tracksuit, and he was jogging. 
And I thought how wonderful it was that this guy had absolutely no 
idea that he was being constantly monitored by the Queen.” 

The Royal Mail required only a head and shoulders, but Nicky was 
so captivated by her subject that she decided to make a full length 


version with corgis anyway. 


The work later became part of the Queen’s personal art collection. 


Liquid light 

THE Island of Jersey commissioned the 
artist Chris Levine to create a dramatic 
holographic portrait of the Monarch in 

2004 using state-of-the-art technology. 

The otherworldly blue image, entitled 
Equanimity, was the first 3D image of 
the Queen. 

“When I first got the call I thought it was 
a friend of mine pulling my leg, actually,” 
says the Canadian light artist, who trained 
at Chelsea College of Art and was 
described by fashion photographer Mario 
Testino as “a true visionary”. 

“It seemed a bit far-fetched, a hologram 
portrait of the Queen. But ultimately I 
wanted to do something that became an 
icon. It’s a word that’s used a lot, but I 
really wanted to distil the portrait 
somehow into essence. I just wanted to 
create something that was really beautiful, 
very modern, and had a purity about it.” 

A week before the shoot, Levine 
received a call from the Palace asking what 
he’d like the Queen to wear. 

“Tt completely threw me; that was a 
curveball,” he recalls. “I’d designed the 
shoot and what I was going to do on the 
basis that she could turn up wearing 
anything and Ill work with that.” 

Instead, he found himself able to discuss 
the Queen’s attire with her dresser, Angela 
Kelly. He chose a single row of pearls and 
an ermine stole. When the Queen arrived, 
she took in the technology in the Yellow 
Drawing Room at Buckingham Palace. 

“Tt was like the Tardis, it wasn’t just an

easel in the corner and a painter,” he 
recalls of the equipment he had installed in 
order to create the three-dimensional 
computer model of her using conventional 
and stereoscopic cameras. 

He explained to the Queen that he 
needed her to look into the middle 
distance, rather than focus on the 
equipment. “I needed Her Majesty to fix 
her gaze on something in the distance so 
she wouldn’t get distracted. We did several 
passes but within that was the one that 
really did work.” 

Another frame from Levine’s session 
has become one of the most recognised 
portraits from the latter part of her reign. 

In a snatched moment, he caught a 3D 
still of Her Majesty with her eyes closed. 
She appears as if in a transcendental 
meditative pose, almost angelic in her 
serenity. 

Levine says he knew immediately that 
the image was deeply special. 

“T really wanted to create a feeling of 
stillness. It was a magical moment,” he 
reveals. However the Queen had no idea 
the photo had been taken until it 
appeared on the cover of a newspaper 
magazine supplement. 

Fortunately, the image was a huge hit 
and Levine was relieved that rather than 
heading for the Tower of London, as he 
had feared, his artwork was produced at a 
time when the Royal Family was looking to 
update its image. “And so I was allowed to 
propagate its use, as long as I didn’t step 
out of line with it,” he adds. 
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The ones that got away 

IN THE 1950s, the Royal Family had realised that the age of 
deference was coming to an end, and sensed a need to be more 
accessible to the public. And so photographer Antony 
Armstrong-Jones — who became Lord Snowdon following his 
marriage to Princess Margaret in 1960 — was invited to take a 


set of outdoor portraits in the gardens of Buckingham Palace. 

These included a bucolic image, above, showing Prince 
Charles and Princess Anne reading a book by a stream, their 
parents watching from the bridge above. 

According to Snowdon, the initial idea for the picture didn’t 
go quite to plan. “To play safe, I went along the day before and 
did a little sketch of it and got that approved,” he said in 1979. 
His pre-shot sketch showed the children fishing. 

“But the picture is rather different, because they are not 
fishing and the reason for that is very simple. I didn’t think there 
were any fish there, so I went out and bought some from the 
fishmonger and I bought a fishing rod. 

“At about 7 o’clock that morning [housekeeper] Mrs Peabody 
came into my room with my breakfast and she said, ‘Oh, Mr

LEGENDARY celebrity 
photographer David Bailey 
CBE charmed the Queen in 
his bid to capture the real 
woman behind the throne. 
His joyful portraits from 
2014 marked Her Majesty’s 
88th birthday and another of 
the set was chosen for her 
Sapphire (65th) Jubilee. 

After setting up his equipment 
for the half-day shoot in 
Buckingham Palace, Bailey told 
the Queen he had “truth 
Tourette’s” and asked for 
forgiveness if he “said something 
that didn’t sound quite right”. 

He also earned a smile by 
asking if her jewels were real: 

“T said: ‘I bet that cost a few bob, 
girl’.” When asked if he really 
called the Queen “girl”, he 
replied: “It just came out. I call 
everyone ‘girl’.” 

He joked while talking with 
Sophie Raworth, who was 
interviewing artists and 
photographers for her recent 
BBC documentary: “I probably 
accidentally called her ‘girl’... I 
forget people’s names a bit, 
anyway. But that was alright, she 
seemed to like it. I think ‘truth 
Tourette’s’ was the key to the 
sitting, because after that we just 
laughed all the time. When 
you’ve been doing it as long as I 
have you get to know people.

Watching the 6 o'clock news 
A 1969 documentary was made 
about the Royal Family, the first 
ever to allow cameras behind the 
scenes to film candid moments 
from their daily lives. 

Attached to the film crew for 
more than a year was the BBC 
publicity photographer Joan 
Williams. Her images, taken during 
the filming, gave intriguing 
domestic insights into the life of 
the Queen and her young family. 
One showed her watching the Six 
o’clock news at Sandringham with 
youngest sons Andrew and Edward, 
inset below. 

“Andrew walked into the room 
and walked straight over to the 
television set, switched it on, and 
it was the news that was on,” 
says Joan. “It was unusual 


because nobody ever saw that side 
of them.” 

Joan told Sophie Raworth her 
favourite shot was the Queen 
wearing an emerald dress with a 
corgi on her lap, left. “The Queen 
was talking to the cameraman and 
suddenly one corgi jumped up on 
her lap like that. 

“This shot has been used time 
and time again in magazines all 
over the world,” recalled Joan, who 
described Her Majesty as a “very 
good” subject. 

“She realised she’s dealing with 
professionals, so she does what 
she’s told. If only all the stupid and 
difficult ones were like her, it 
would make a photographer’s life 
so much easier.” 

After filming was over, Joan 
came under 
pressure to sell 
her images 
privately. 

Instead she put 
scissors through 
the negatives. 

“T knew that 
for safety’s sake 
it would be 
better,” she 
explains. “I was 
exceptionally 
lucky to have 
the job. I 
loved it.” 


The 1,000-watt light bulb 


WHILE the Coronation was 
taking place, the Green 
Drawing Room was being 
carefully transformed into a 
photographic studio by court 
photographer Cecil Beaton who 
would recall his subject’s “sugar 
pink” cheeks. 

He set up a monumental 
backdrop, printed with an 
image of Westminster Abbey’s 
Henry VII Lady Chapel, and a 
complicated lighting rig using a 
1,000-watt light bulb. His 
elaborate setting was designed 
to showcase the orb, sceptre 
and Coronation Ring — 
symbolising the Queen being 
wedded to state. 

In his diaries, Beaton 
recorded the arrival of his 
subject: “In came the Queen 
with her ladies. Cool, smiling — 
sovereign of the situation. I 
asked her to stand against my 
blow-up Abbey background. 
The lighting was not at all as I 
would have wished but no time 
for readjustments; every second 
of importance. I was getting 
pictures at a great rate.” 

The striking shot, left, 
included the positioning of the 
mega-watt lightbulb on a stand 
directly behind the Queen’s 
head to illuminate her hair like 
a halo, and bleach out the 
printed background.

UEEN Elizabeth II understood 
instinctively that the Royal Family’s 
longevity rested on its ability to 
connect with ordinary people. She 
embraced and enhanced the 
tradition of royal walkabouts, and 
in 1993, became the first monarch to open 
Buckingham Palace to the public. 

But she was already making strides 
towards change in 1962 when she opened up 
the Royal Family’s vast art collection to the 
public for the first time in its history. 

On the site of a former chapel next to 
Buckingham Palace, the monarch opened 
the Queen’s Gallery to display in rotation 
some of her most valuable paintings and 
drawings. More than five million visitors 
have since visited it. Today, the Royal 
Collection encompasses more than one 
million objects, spread across 13 current and 
former royal residences including 
Buckingham Palace, Windsor Castle, 
Hampton Court Palace, the Tower of London 
and the Palace of Holyroodhouse. 

The collection — reputedly worth a 
staggering £10billion — is widely considered 
the largest and most important of its kind 
anywhere in the world. 

Begun by Charles I, King from 1625 until 
his execution in 1649, it has been built upon 
by successive kings and queens for almost 
400 years. The jaw-dropping riches include 
7,600 paintings, 3,000 miniatures, 500,000 
prints, 450,000 photographs and 30,000 
drawings and watercolours. 

Then there are the thousands of decorative 
arts, a lavish array of ceramics, armour, 
jewellery, furniture, books, sculptures, 
tapestries and Fabergé Easter eggs. 

As a whole, the pieces form one of the last 
remaining European royal collections to be 
held intact. However, the Monarch does not 
own it outright. 

“Tt is held in trust by the Queen [and now 
the King] as Sovereign for her successors and 
the nation,” states the Royal Collection Trust, 
the charitable body run by the Royal 
Household to care for the objects. “It is not 
owned by her as a private individual.” 

The Trust was formed in 1993, one year 
after Windsor Castle went up flames, taking 
with it irreplaceable artworks and other 
cultural pieces of history. 


HE ROYAL Family understandably 

wanted to preserve future works. 

And more than 270,000 objects 
have now been photographed and digitised 
online for posterity. As for the pieces, they 
number some of the most famous and 
talented artists ever known. 

The Collection includes 30 artworks from 
Canaletto, 550 drawings by Leonardo da 
Vinci, six Rembrandts and masterpieces by 
Peter Paul Rubens, Michelangelo, Tintoretto, 
Vermeer, Holbein and Diirer. 

It is so big that very occasionally some 
pieces have gone unnoticed. 

In 2006, experts unearthed an original 
painting of Caravaggio’s Calling Of Saints 
Peter And Andrew in a storeroom at 
Hampton Court Palace. 

Originally bought by Charles I, the picture 
had been covered in grime, varnish and 
layers of overpainting, leading historians to 
mistake it as a copy until they had it cleaned 
and restored. 

Little is known about the Queen’s 
favoured artwork as typically she has kept 
her opinions on the matter private. However, 
the Collection does offer insight into the 
tastes of individual monarchs through the 
ages, with notable purchases made by 
Henry VIII, Elizabeth I, Charles I, George III 
and George IV, and Queen Victoria and 
Prince Albert. 

The paintings are broadly split into three 
areas of significance: the European Old 
Masters, dating from the Renaissance to 
1800, British Portraiture and Victorian 


paintings. King Charles I amassed one of the 
greatest collections of Italian Renaissance 
art, acquiring past works by Titian, Holbein, 
Diirer and Mantegna, van Dyck and Rubens. 

The biggest threat to the Collection came 
following his execution when large parts of it 
were sold off by Oliver Cromwell. 

Some paintings were lost forever. 
However, when Charles II restored the 
Monarchy in 1660, he was able to retrieve 
many paintings.

George III acquired The Music Lesson in 
1762 in a moment of serendipity as it was 
mistakenly recorded as Frans van Mieris the 
Elder until its correct identification in 1866 
— it now resides in the Picture Gallery at 
Buckingham Palace. 

Queen Victoria and her husband Prince 
Albert were also key contributors of royal 


paintings, particularly in portraiture. 
Victoria’s preferred artist was the German 
painter Franz Xaver Winterhalter, known for 
his flattering depictions of royalty. 

Her favourite portrait of his was believed 
to be The Royal Family in 1846, a 
remarkably intimate portrait of her and 
Albert with their then five children sprawled 
around them in natural poses. 

Elsewhere, there is a portrait of Queen 
Mary I by Anthonis Mor, a lavish painting of 


Queen Elizabeth I and a self-portrait of Peter 
Paul Rubens, especially commissioned for 
Charles I. 

Miniatures were particularly popular from 
the 16th century to the 19th century. Henry 
VII owned pieces by Lucas Hornebolte and 
Hans Holbein the Younger. 

Sadly, only half of the 80 miniatures 
commissioned by Charles I were recovered 
by his son following the Restoration. 


UEEN Elizabeth II more recently 

added to the 3,000 in the 

Collection, including a portrait of 
the architect Hugh May by Samuel Cooper 
and John Hoskins’ Queen Henrietta Maria. 
Four bold colour screen prints by Andy 
Warhol depicting the monarch at her Silver 
Jubilee in 1977 were acquired in 2012. 

The Collection’s drawings, watercolours 
and prints were collected by three principal 
monarchs: Charles II, who acquired the 
Holbeins and Da Vincis, Charles III and 
Queen Victoria and Prince Albert. 

The majority are kept in the Print Room at 
Windsor Castle. 

Highlights of the print collection include a 
two-metre length woodcut of the Holy 
Roman Emperor Maximilian I’s triumphal 
procession, published in 1523, the 20,000 
“Engraved Royal Portraits” encompassing 
every royal house of Europe, and George 
IIl’s array of military maps. 

Fabergé eggs, long-coveted throughout 
history, were similarly adored by the Royal 
Family, most recently by the Queen Mother, 
who added bibelots, flower ornaments, 
presentation boxes and photo frames. 

Queen Victoria and Prince Albert 
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purchased two of the Easter Eggs in the 
collection — the Colonnade Egg and the 
Basket of Flowers egg. 

The third one is the intricate Mosaic Egg, 
measuring 9.5cm by 7cm, one of a series of 
50 eggs made for the personal consumption 
of the Russian royal family. 

The dazzling mesh is formed of gold and 
precious gems including diamonds, rubies, 
emeralds and sapphires. It was purchased by 
George V in 1933 for £250, probably as a 
birthday present for Queen Mary. 

Its value is currently unknown but is likely 
to run into the millions of pounds. 

Despite its treasures, the Trust has been 
beset by financial woes of late thanks to the 
pandemic. It lost £64million in revenue in 
2020/21 after Covid forced all the royal 
residences to close their doors to the public. 

The two surveyors who ran the collection 
— Desmond Shawe-Taylor, the Surveyor of 
The Queen’s Pictures, and Rufus Bird, the 
Surveyor of The Queen’s Works of Art — were 
made redundant that same year. 

Further losses of £15million were incurred 
last year but the Trust reports that it hopes to 
return to surplus for the 2022-23 financial 
year. And there are promising signs that 
this will become reality with visitor 
numbers up to 737,000 in 2021/22 from 
155,000 in 2020/21. 

In the Trust’s latest annual report, Charles 
— both his accession — wrote of taking “great 
pleasure” in watching the “gradual return of 
visitors to our sites this year and to witness 
The Royal Collection Trust’s programme of 
exhibitions, events and activities resume 
with energy and enthusiasm”. 

With the Queen’s sad passing, the numbers 
are certain to rise as people pay their 
respects to the monarch who served her 
country so diligently.
